I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  I962. 

The  mid  I962  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
shows  an  increase  of  I60  persons  as  compared  with  the  corresponding 
period  a year  previously. 


Compared  with  the  previous  year  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  births  and  a decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths.  The  Adjusted 
Death  Rate  is  well  below  the  average  for  England  and  Wales,  The  Naturals 
Mortality  Rate  is  again  NIL  and  has  been  for  at  least  thirteen  years. 


Measles  was  again  the  most  prevalent  disease  notified  but  on 
a much  reduced  scale  to  the  previous  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  55  persons  on  the 
Tuberculosis  Register  compared  to  62  at  December,  I96I*

These  populations 
are  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  and  comprise  persons’  of  all  ages,  ' 
including  those  uho  have  no  -influence  on  the  birth  rate.  These  latter  do, 
however,  affect  the  birth  rate  in  that  a high  proportion  of  them  in  a - 

population  tends  to  lov/er,  and  a small  proportion  tends  to  raise  the  true  rate. 
The  size  of  this  proportion  will  vary  in  different  areas  and,  therefore,  the 
elimination  or  standardization  of  such  a factor  will  give  a truer  comparison 
between  areas. 

The  Registrar  General  issues  a comparability  factor  on  these  lines. 
Multipjlication  of  the  crude  birth  rate  of  an  area  by  the  comparability  factor 
gives  the  adjusted  birth  rate  and  can  be  compared  with  the  crude  rate  for 
England  and  V/ales, 

The  comparability  factor  for  deaths  is  obtained  in  a similar  way  to  the 
above.  The  factors  for  certain  areas,  where  rapid  increase  or  reduction' in 
the  population  materially  affects  its  comparison  by  sex  and  age  groups,  are 
also  adjusted  on  that  account.  Death  rate  area  comparability  factors  are 
adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions’  in 
each  area.  Birth  rate  area  comparability  factors  are  also  adjusted  to  take 
account  of  the  presence  of  sterile  populations  in  institutions  for  the 
mentally  ill  or  mentally  deficient.

This  water  is  of  good  organic  quality  and  the  chemical  analysis 
as  a whole  is  satisfactory  in  showing  no  evidence  of  pullution.  The  total 
hardness  approximates  to  27°  Clark  of  which  rather  more  than  18°  is 
temporary.  The  free  carbonic  acid  content  is  moderate  having  regard  to

The  organic  quality  of  this  water  is  very  good  and  the  chemical 
analysis  shows  no  sign  of  pollution.  In  its  general  characteristics  this 
water  is  similar  to  the  Benhall  supply,  the  main  differences  being  that 
the  salinity  is  somewhat  lower  and  the  iron  content  is  rather  higher. 
Nevertheless,  the  water  remained  clear  on  standing,  though  the  iron  does 
give  it  a faint  yellow  colour.  The  total  hardness  of  this  water  is 
nearly  30°  Clark,  all  but  9°  of  which  is  temporary.  It  is  unlikely  that 
this  water  would  have  my  serious  corrosive  action  on  metals.  Its 
fluorine  content  is  nearly  half  v;hat  is  normally  regarded  as  the  optimum 
in  a water  supply.  In  our  opinion  this  water  is  suitable  for  drinking 
and  general  purposes. 


The  waters  are  not  liable  to  have  plumbo- solvent  action.  No 
contamination  of  any  form  occurred  during  the  year.
